The  President,  Mr.  Bell,  took  the  Chair  and  the  Executive-Secretary, 
Mrs.  Cook  acted  as  Secretary  to  the  meeting. 

The  Chairman  welcomed  the  members  who  were  present  and  stated 
regrets  at  being  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  had  been  received  from 
several  members.  He  read  a  letter  from  the  Honorary  President,  Dr.  W. 
Kaye  Lamb  in  this  sense. 

The  Chairman  then  referred  to  the  death  during  the  past  year  of  Dr. 
Wm.  L.  Morton,  a  former  President  and  long-time  member  of  Council 
who  had  been  a  most  active  supporter  of  the  aims  and  undertakings  of  the 
Society.  He  stated  that  a  memorial  resolution  gratefully  acknowledging 
Dr.  Morton’s  great  contribution  had  been  passed  by  the  Council  and  a  copy 
sent  to  his  family. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  of  Members  held  on  29th  May, 
1980  were  adopted  and  approved  as  printed  and  circulated  to  members. 


EDITORIAL  REPORTS 


General  Series: 

Prof.  }.  Keith  Johnson,  the  General  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report: 

Page  proofs  of  the  Society’s  current  volume,  Lord  Minto's  Canadian 
Papers.  Volume  I,  were  received  from  the  typesetters  more  than  a  month 
ago.  The  proofs  are  commendably  free  from  errors  and  constitute  a 
volume  of  450  pages  of  text.  Printing  and  binding  by  T.H.  Best  and  Co.  will 
proceed  when  the  index  has  been  received  from  Professor  Paul  Stevens, 
the  volume  editor.  It  has  been  typeset  by  Howarth  &  Smith. 

A  complete  manuscript  of  Lord  Minto’s  Canadian  Papers,  volume  II  has 
not  yet  been  received. 

Dr.  Gordon  Stewart’s  volume  on  The  Great  Awakening  in  NovaScotia, 
1760-1791,  has  been  at  hand  for  some  time,  complete  and  ready  for 
publication. 

The  volume  which  now  appears  to  be  the  next  most  nearly  ready  for 
publication  is  Captain  Henry  Wolsey  Bayfield's  Journals  of  the  St. 
Lawrence  Survey,  Volume  I,  edited  by  Ruth  McKenzie.  Miss  McKenzie  has 
submitted  the  text  and  a  revised  introduction  and  is  finishing  the 
compilation  of  a  Glossary  of  Nautical  Terms. 

The  introduction  to  The  Records  of  the  Glasgow  Colonial  Society  were 
returned  to  the  volume  editor,  Dr.  Beth  McDougall,  last  November,  with 
suggestions  for  revision.  The  text  of  this  volume  is  generally  complete. 

Other  projects  previously  approved  by  council  but  which  are  as  yet 
unfinished  are:  The  Journals  of  Alexander  Henry  the  Younger,  Volumes  I 
and  II,  edited  by  Dr.  Barry  Gough  and  the  Reports  of  William  Duncan  of 
Metlakatla,  edited  by  Dr.  Morris  Zaslow. 

Projects  more  recently  approved  by  council  are:  The  Letters  and 
Memoranda  of  O.D.  Skelton,  edited  by  Dr.  Norman  Hillmer,  and  The 
Letters  of  Gilbert  Malcolm  Sproat,  Indian  Reserve  Commissioner  in 
British  Columbia,  1876-1880,  to  be  editd  by  Dr.  Robin  Fisher  of  Simon 
Fraser  University. 

The  Chairman  referred  to  the  announced  resignation  of  Prof.  Johnson 
as  the  editor  of  the  General  Series  and  the  establishment  of  a  Search 
Committee,  chaired  by  Miss  Edith  Firth,  to  nominate  a  successor.  He 
tendered  the  thanks  of  the  Society  to  Prof.  Johnson  for  his  excellent  work 
during  his  time  as  editor  of  the  General  Series  of  the  Society. 


Ontario  Series: 


Dr.  P.  Douglas  W.  McCalla,  the  Ontario  Editor,  presented  the  following 
report: 

Since  my  report  to  the  Society  a  year  ago,  Alan  Douglas’  fohn  Prince 
1796-1870  has  been  published.  Members  will,  I  think,  agree  with  me  that  it 
is  an  excellent  volume  and  a  credit  to  the  standards  of  the  Ontario  Series. 

I  am  happy  to  report  continuing  progress  on  volumes  in  the  Ontario 
Series.  I  would  particularly  note  The  Upper  Canadian  Rebellion,  edited  by 
Colin  Read  and  Ronald  Stagg,  and  The  Bank  of  Upper  Canada,  edited  by 
Peter  Baskerville;  in  each  case,  1  have  received  substantial  and  most 
encouraging  manuscripts,  embracing  most  of  the  documents  to  be 
included.  I  am  continuing  to  correspond  wuth  the  volume  editors  in  regard 
to  matters  of  approach,  balance  and  selection. 

I  understand  from  Cornelius  Jaenen  and  S.  F.  Wise,  editors  respectively 
of  Ontario  during  the  French  Regime  and  The  Upper  Canadian 
Fegislative  Debates,  that  satisfactory  progress  continues  to  be  made  on 
both  volumes. 

Other  titles  approved  for  the  Series  are  The  Upper  Ottawa  Valiev, 
edited  by  Richard  Reid,  and  Fondon,  1791-1848,  edited  by  Daniel  Brock. 

The  Chairman  then  reported  briefly  on  the  Ontario  Series,  its 
institution  and  financing  during  the  past  25  years.  This  Series  was 
instituted  by  reason  of  the  special  interest  of  then  Premier  Feslie  Frost  of 
Ontario  and  at  a  time  when  there  were  many  fewer  members  of  the  Society 
than  is  now  the  case.  The  latter  factor  has  meant  that  at  the  present  time 
the  cost  of  the  copies  of  each  volume  in  the  Ontario  Series  being  sent  to 
members  of  the  Society  is  a  very  much  greater  proportion  of  the  total  cost 
than  was  the  case  when  the  Series  began.  For  this  reason  it  appears  that 
the  financing  of  the  Series  will  require  reconsideration  with  the  possibility 
that  the  Society  or  individual  membes  may  be  asked  to  pay  a  portion  of  the 
cost  of  the  copies  sent  to  members. 

Membership  Report: 

The  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  P.S.  Osier  reported  there  are  1219 
members  on  our  books,  with  about  25  seriously  in  arrears  and  some  of 
these  may  have  effectively  ceased  to  be  members.  In  the  result,  we  have 
about  1200  currently  active  members.
